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The Consumers’ Cooperative Movement 


By James Peter Warpasse, President of the Cooperative League of U.S. A. 


HE 12,000 consumers’ cooperative societies in the United States with 3,000,000 

members and a business turnover last year of over $500,000,000 represent 

comparatively a small part of the business of the country. But this growing 
cooperative business is the soundest and the safest kind of business in the United 
States. While American banking, railroading, shipping, and agriculture are asking 
and accepting gifts from the government, in order to keep these industries alive, 
cooperative leaders are opposed to any cooperative consumers’ society accepting one 
cent of subsidy from the government. Cooperation must succeed as a business on 
its own merits and by its own efficiency. It is not desired that it be kept alive by 
artificial means of sustenance. When cooperatives borrow money, they must offer 
adequate security and guarantees of repayment. The desire is that the cooperative 
movement shall stand on its own feet. 

The movement finds its best expression in such countries as Great Britain where 
one half of the population are supplied by cooperative societies. The turnover of 
the retail societies last year was over a billion dollars. The wholesales did a business 
of $600,000,000. The cash savings returns given back to consumer patrons in propor- 
tion to their patronage last year amounted to $125,000,000. Two hundred different 
cooperative manufacturing industries supply the people’s needs. 

The societies of Sweden, Norway, Denmark, and Finland represent progressive 
cooperation. These countries give much attention to cooperative education. The 
people are learning to turn to cooperation to solve their social problems instead of 
turning to the state. Housing, health protection, and recreations are promoted. 

Holland, Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, Jugoslavia, France, and many 
other European countries show great cooperative progress. The most advanced of 
all, in proportion to population, is Iceland. Here is perhaps the most highly civilized 
country in the world. More than half of its business is carried on by cooperative 
societies. 

These organizations in all countries are moving their people on toward better 
social and economic conditions. 
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Cooperation is a movement away from state business. I cite as an example the 
slaughtering and meat packing plant of a cooperative consumers’ society in Ohio. 
The government should not need to employ inspectors to see that this plant does 
not send out diseased meat. There is no motive here to violate the pure food law. 
The ownership of the plant is vested in the people who eat the meat. And this 
business should need no machinery of government to prevent it from doing damage 
to consumers, any more than I need inspection for my garden from which my family 
gets its vegetables. People have no advantage in cheating themselves: it is always 
somebody else who thinks he can profit by so doing. And to protect noncooperative 
consumers the government must maintain armies of inspectors as well as laws, 
courts, and penalties. 

In Switzerland, where the meat business of the country is in the hands of the 
cooperatives, meat is cheaper to the consumers, the farmers receive better prices for 
live stock, and the public is relieved of a very considerable item of taxation for 
inspection and control. This principle runs through the whole fabric of consumers’ 
cooperation. 

The fact that, as cooperative business expands, the need of governmental functions 
declines, is worthy of our attention in the presence of the constant increase of gov- 
ernment costs and of taxes. This control and these costs are made necessary not 
by virtues but by the deficiencies of our prevalent economic system. The costs of 
unemployment relief are costs which cooperation obviates by not producing unem- 
ployment. The costs of subsidizing failing businesses are external to cooperative 
economics. The costs of public hospitals and public doctors are incidental to the 
inability of the people to employ physicians and themselves to maintain their own 
health protection. The costs of wars, past and to come, are predicated upon forms 
of business usages which create hostilities and which are outside of the cooperative 
method of business. People who desire the reduction of taxes, who want to see the 


elimination of the causes of war, and who understand the nature of these things, 


are concerned for the expansion of cooperation. 

There are three fundamental principles observed by cooperative societies. The 
first provides for unlimited membership, with one vote only for each stockholder, 
and no proxy voting, and observes the other essentials of democracy in economic 
affairs. The second bestows upon invested capital not more than the prevalent rate 
of legal interest, whether paid to loan capital or as dividends upon shares. Shares 
are always redeemable at par. This takes cooperative business out of the field of 
speculation and gives cooperative shares a constant and nonfluctuating par value. 
The third principle provides that commodities or services shall be distributed at the 
current retail price. This results in the accumulation, in the treasury of successful 
societies, of surplus savings. These are not profits, because they belong to the mem- 
bers who created them at the time of patronage by paying more than cost. This 


over-paid money is given back to the patron members in proportion to their patron- 
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age, as savings returns. It represents what the member saves by virtue of his mem- 
bership and patronage in the cooperative society. 

This cooperative business is nonpolitical in character. Communists are not wel- 
come in the councils of cooperation, for their methods are hostile to the cooperative 
movement. They attempted at one time the destruction of the cooperative societies 
in the United States and succeeded with some. In Russia they are aiming toward 
the same results. Last year the Russian government confiscated the property and 
put out of business all cooperative societies in the Russian towns and cities. 

The Fascists have attempted the same program of destruction in Italy and Ger- 
many. Political systems that are hostile to democracy can not tolerate the democracy 
of cooperative business. 

Cooperation suffers from the same inefficiencies which hamper human progress 
in other fields. The selfish and the self-seeking gain dominant positions. Incom- 
petence and indifference often cause dissatisfaction and failure. Dishonesty some- 
times wrecks societies. But after all, these deficiencies are less in evidence in the 
cooperative movement than in profit business and in political government. Profit 
business and the governments which it controls often coerce cooperatives and put 


obstacles in their way. All of these things have retarded cooperatives and often 
stopped them. But they go on expanding throughout the world. 


Cooperation furnishes a common ground upon which all people who believe in 
democracy may unite. And in those countries which are least threatened by com- 
munism and fascism it is making its greatest progress. 

In this disturbed world, it is not to be wondered at that the forces of democracy 
and of morality, concerned for the conservation of the home and of the family, and 
for the preservation of our very civilization itself, turn to this cooperative movement 
and give it their support.
